tnention @ our National Debts. and our 
Taxes with no other Intention that to en- 


deavolr to point out the Conduét which 
every particular Perfon ought to obfervé 
in his private Capacity under our prefent 
Circumftatices. Iam very fenfible that I 
am got upon a Subject, which can be fet in 
no Light where it may give. us an agreeable 
Profpeét } But however, tho’ it can afford 
us no Pleafuré, it may teach us fome Wif- 
dont; which may be the more feafonable, 
as we are juft feeling the additional Weight, 
that’ was lately laid on the Landed Intereft. 
I fhall take caré to dwell upon the more 
Bracing pars of it, as little as I can poffibly ; 
and will therefore change the Scene for a 
Quotation from Sir William 
‘Temple, concerning the Conduét of a Neigh- 
bourinig People, fet before my honeft Coun- 
trymen the beft Remedy for all their Evils. 


THEIR comnion’ Riches, fays he, lie in 
every Man’s having more than he fpendi ; or, 
to fay it more properly, in every Man's pending

BEFORE go any farther, it may 
be proper to enter my Caveat againft fome 
certain Conclufions, which my. Quotation 
may feém to point at: For tho’ I would 
willinglyshave my. Fellow-Subjeéts chearful 
and eafy under their prefent Burdens, yet 
I would by no means introduce any thing 
which fhould be made ufe of as an Argu- 
ment toincreafe them. I declare therefore, 
no Governours whatfoever ‘have any thing 
to do with the foregoing Method of ‘Think- 


ing, which ought to be appropriated folely. 


tothe Ufe and Benefit of the Governed ; 
ahd with this Reftriétion it might be of no 
little fervice to our Nation. ss 


THIS way of Aéting, tho’ perhaps it 
may not of late Years have been altogether 
fo well obferved amongft them, as in Sir 
William Femple’s time, bias’ : 
Fffe& there, that after al § 
mighty Preffure, which may have reduced 
them to be but very Poor as a Nation ; yet 

everthelefs, conta them fingly, and, if 
i am not mifinform’d, you fhall find them in 
genefal a very Rich People. , 
_ I muft now come back, and ue my 
Thoughts to a lefs pissing Profpect ; 
which I fhall difmifs as foon as poffible. As 

have already mention’d fomethir of our 
Misfortunes, I fhall not trouble my Readers 
with a frefh Enumerarion of them ; but 
fhail apply myfelf to the pointing out of 
thofe Mifcarriages which have brought 
them upon us, and which ought therefore 
Re avoided for the fururé as our certain 

uin. 


THESE, in general, plainly confift in 
our having taken the dire@ contrary Me- 
thod to that which I have been recommend- 
ing to our Imitation. Our Luxury and our 
Extravagance have conftantly grown upon 
us with our Debts and our ‘Taxes. If I 
defcend to Particulars, I may begin with 
our Gardens; which, from four or five 
Acres for a Gentleman, and feven or eight 
for a Nobleman, (which the Perfon I have 
{o often mention’d declares to have ‘been in 
his time a very large Proportion for either,) 
are grown of late to confift very commonly 
of as many Scores; and fo muft. require 
almoft an ordinary Eftate to defray the Ex- 
pences of them. I have already taken no- 
tice of our Expenfivenefs in our Buildings 
and our Furnitufe ; which laf is run in 
general to fo great an Height,-that the Son
